PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS FOR 'THE 


GUIDANCE OF AMATEUR CULTIVATORS. 


As we occasionally hear complaints that seeds do not vegetate, and as seedsmen in 
general are often accused of sending out worthless seed, we would, in justice to ourselves 
and others, beg of our patrons to give the following remarks a careful consideration. 

That seeds oftentimes refuse to grow, is an established fact; but it is equally certain 
that that fact alone is no positive proof that the seeds are worthless. Probably fifty per 
cent. of all the seeds sold in this country go into the hands of persons who have no idea 
how seeds should be grown. Many of them, perhaps, accustomed to putting into the 
ground potatoes, wheat, oats, corn, etc., fancy themselves acquainted with sowing seeds 
in general; and when they fail, the blame is laid, not upon their ignorance, but upon the 
seedsmen. Is it to be wondered at, then, that there are occagional complaints that seeds 
do not grow ? 

An example or two, about which there cau be no mistake, will explain our meaning. 
A few years since some seeds sent from India to a great garden near London. where any 
amount of skill ought to have been found, were, in part, sown, and reported on as ‘** bad— 
will not grow.’’ Two years afterwards, what remained of the original seed, although so 
much older, was sown and it grew freely. Why was this? The explanation is simple— 
the gardener had been changed. We have many times planted seeds which refused to 
grow, and, after waiting a sufficient time, have then planted more out of the same parcel, 
which vegetated readily. This is not an uncommon occurrence among gardeners. And 
why is this? We would answer that the fault may have been in planting, or in the wea- 
ther, or in some cause unknown; but one thing we do know, the fault was not in the seed. 

Complaints that seed are not good are perennial, and we quite believe that in nine- 
teen cases out of twenty they arise from injudicious treatment. We think a little con- 
sideration would conyince any one that, if we know our own interest, we should not be 
likely to send out poor seed, for the sake of saving a few shillings, at the risk of sacrificing 
the trade we are striving to extend. Nothing, indeed, is more barbarous than the way in 
which seeds are sometimes treated. Some are overwhelmed with earth; others are scat- 
tered on the surface; some are allowed to lie in a puddle; some are planted where no rain 
can reach them; slugs are allowed to devour them; domestic fowls and other birds are 
permitted to feast on them. Another reason why seeds sometimes fail to give satisfaction 
is, that people are too much in a hurry to get their seeds into the ground ; and probabiy 
more disappointment arises from too early sowing than from all other causes put together. 
And then, again, many will allow the weeds to grow with the seeds until the former cannot 
be remoyed without destroying the latter; and we have known move than one case where 
the plants have been pulled up with the weeds—the person not being able to distinguish 
between them. In all these cases the seeds are found to be in fault, and the blame is 
most unreasonably thrown upon the seedsman. 

We would suggest to our friends who fail to grow their seeds, that it may be as wel| 
to inquire whether any of these ingenious methods of destroying vegetable life have been 
practised in their own case. 


The Preparation of ihe Soil.—As soon as the crops are off the ground in 
the Fall, every opportunity should be taken advantage of, to trench up all vacant plots of 
ground, manuring it, and throwing it up as roughly as possible, to allow the frosts to- 
penetrate thoroughly ; the action of severe frosts upon soils, particularly such as are 
strongly adhesive, is equal to a good manuring; and the diligent gardener, knowing that 
the success of his crops depends much upon the proper preparation of the soil, will never 
neglect this simple but very important operation. Seeds sown when the soil is in a sour, 
ungenial state, may germinate, but will rarely flourish, snd this often causes the seeds- 
men to be unjustly blamed. 


Surface Hoeing, amongst all crops, should for its benefits be uniformly 
attended to, in admitting the free action of atmospherical agencies of light, heat, ete. 
upon vegetotion, and without which, in a pzoportionate degree, plants will not grow, 
flowers will not expand, nor fruits ripen. 


Cleanilimess from ail weeds and rubbish shouid be considered as essential 
amongst growing vegetebie crops in the Kitchen Garden, as amongst the more fragile 
productions of the Flower Garden. in both cases, every weed or intruding plant is 
abstracting the nutriment from the present and following crops. 


Surface Mulching, with manure or enriched soil. is of great advantage io 
crops on poor soil. 


Guanes Water.—One pound Preuvien Guano to ten gallons of pure water. 
will be sefiiciently strong for a single watering to plants in pots each week. and more 
efficient than repeated waterings with weaker solutions. 


Bone Dust, mixed with sifted soil, and sown thickly broadcast. (with after 
rollings,) forms an excellent ingredient in restorimg and quickening the yerdure of 


We take this opportunity to call attention to the advantage as re- 
gards the early maturity of many Vegetables to be derived from start- 
ing them in a hot-bed in Sprig. The trouble is notgreat and the 
time saved is valuable. 

To PREPARE A HOT-BED for this purpose, a quantity of stable- 
manure should be well shaken up ina heap, about the beginning or 
middie of Feburary; after remaiaing three days, it should again be 
shaken up and turned over, and after an interval of three days repeat 
the same process. Let the manure remain for three or four days 
more in the heap, and then form the bed of any dimensions that may 

be requsite, according to size or number of frames to be used, making 
the bed about a foot wider than the frame all around. The bed, when 
made, should not be less than three feet high, the situation for it 
should be dry underneath, sheltered from the north as much as pos- 
sible and fully exposed to the sun. In making up the bed, beat the 
manure well down with the fork. Place about eight inches of light, 
rich soil in the frame after it is placed on the bed, so that the surface 
of the soil may be from six to eight inches from the top of the frame. 
After the bed has stood with the lights on, but raised a few inches to let 
the steam escape, for a few days, sow the seed of Cabbage, Tomatoes, 
Cauliflower, Egg Plants, Celery, Lettuce, Radish, etc., ete. When 
the seeds make their appearence above ground, give some air, day and 
night, in moderate weather, by raising the lights two or three inches— 
and as the heat of the bed diminishes, increase the supply of air, to 
prevent the plants being drawn up. In severe weather, the frame and 
lights should be covered at night with mats or straw. In high wind, 
protect the side of the bed also in the same way, or the current of air 
through will extinguish the heat of the bed. If made early in the 
season, water only will be required when the earth in the frame be- 
comes quite dry; as plants increase in size, the supply of water mar 
be increased.
